The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in 
other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because 
the combination does not require a pusher having a foot extending away from a 
front face of the paddle, as set forth in claims 1, or a paddle having a foot 
protruding from a base portion in a spaced manner as set forth in claim 7, or a 
paddle having a one piece pusher face, as set forth in claim 16. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as a pusher usable with a track not having 
a base associated with a shelf. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
